Harold Ickes, Ex-Secretary 


Of interior Succumbs At 77 


Harold L. Ickes, 77, former sec­ 
retary of the interior, who died yes­ 
terday after an 11-week illness, is 
remembered by Bruce Johnstone of 
Inverness, retired Chicago attorney 
and former member of tlie Marin 
county 
planning 
commission, 
as 
being sharp-tongued and a good 
fighter. 


ICKES 


Johnstone first met Ickes in 1911, 
shortly before they worked together 
on the campaign to get Charles 
Merriam elected Mayor of Chicago. 
They last met in 1941, shortly after 
Ickes’ marriage, at which time they 
agreed that “the United 
States 
should get into the war.” 
At Muir Woods National Monu­ 
ment Park, which is under the De­ 
partment of the Interior, the flag 
was hung at half-mast today in 
memorium. • 
Ickes, self-styled “old crmudgeon” 
died at 6:25 p.m. (EST) in a coma 
at a hospital in Washington, D.C. 
He succumbed after an 11 weeks 
illness following complication of an 
old arthritic condition. 
Virtually an unknown in 1932 
when President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt appointed him secretary of the 
interior, Ickes had become one of 
the most turbulent figures in poli­ 
tics by 1946, when he resigned in a 
huff to President Truman, 
“A unique figure in American 
public life is lost to the nation,” 
President Truman commented last 
night, adding: 


“He was withal a true jiatriot and 
a many-sided citizen whose passing 
leaves a void in our national life 
not easily filled." 


Funeral services are scheduled 
for 2:36 pm. (EST) Wednesday at 
All Soul’s (Unitarian) Church In 
Washington, with the Rev, Palfrey 
Perkins of King’s Chapel, Boston, 
Mass., presiding.

Requests for more money for 
state agencies, state colleges and 
the University of California also 
contriute to the $36,000,000 jump 
over the current budget. 
The mental hygiene department 
seeks a $3,289,594 addition to its 
1951-52 allotment, for a total of 
$48,025,670, to provide improved 
care for the nearly 40,000 inmates in 
its 11 institutions*. 
The department of corrections 
decided it could run its six prisons 
and medical facility with $14,491,- 
572, a gain of only $839,044. It esti 
mates the 1952-53 prison population 
at 12,482 for a 4.2 percent increase. 
The laigest percentage increase is 
proposed for the California High­ 
way Patrol.. It wants 17 percent 
more than the $18,000,000 it got this 
year, to put on 200 more patrol­ 
men and 20 sergeants. 
Other requests range all the way 
down to the newly created state 
cemetery board, which bid for a 
mere $25,292 to regulate some 1,400 
burial places. 
_ The budget also carries $800,000 
to finance preliminary studies of 
the billion dollar Feather River pro­ 
ject . authorized by the 1951 legis­ 
lature. This vast system of dams, 
conduits and canals would deliver 
northern California water to dry 
spots as far south as San Diego.

Garden Planned

For Belvedere

Authentic Japanese gardens soon 
will be added to Marin’s list of resi­ 
dential show places. 
The gardens will be on Belvedere 
island at the large home now under 
construction for Stewart B. Hopps, 
New York insurance man, and Mrs. 
Hopps. Extensive in scope, they will 
be designed in the traditional Jap­ 
anese manner. Work on them will 
begin as soon as the weather per­ 
mits. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hopps, who also 
have homes in New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Palm Springs, came north 
from Palm Springs bv private plane 
ast week to confer with Sam’s 
Newsom of Mill Valley, whom they 
have retained as landscape archi­ 
tect. He is a widely known special­ 
ist in Japanese gardens. 
* 
When completed the gardens are 
expected to rank among the most 
unusual In the country, and will 
be one of the few authentic ex­ 
amples of Japanese landscaping. 
Included in the design will be 
cascades and a large pool for both 
swimming and 
ornamental 
pur­ 
poses. Both the garden and house 
will be entered 
through a long 
colonade encircling the upper end 
of the garden. 
Designed by Robert Stanton, Car­ 
mel architect whose work includes 
the new Marin hospital, the house 
itself is not 
Oriental. 
However, 
there is a strong Oriental feeling in 
the design, seen in the horizontal 
planes and simple massing of wall 
and window areas. Built of rein­ 
forced concrete, the house is de­ 
signed with spacious sundecks for 
outdoor living. 
Newsom calls Stanton's design 
“most imaginative.” 
Newsom, proprietor of the Green­ 
wood Tree In Mill Valley, is the 
author of “Japanese Garden Con­ 
struction”, an accepted source book 
on the subject. The book Is now out 
of print, as the plates and books 
remaining from the original print­ 
ing, done in Japan, were destroyed 
in the bombing of Tokyo. Newsom 
has just completed a second book, 
“A Thousand Years of Japanese 
Gardens.” 
Newsom spent five years in Japan, | 
returning to this country in 1940. 
During the war he served with the 
Office of Naval Intelligence.

Go To War In Korea? 


WASHINGTON m-'T he commit­ 
ment of a second National Guard 
division to the Korean front for 
battle experience raised the ques­ 
tion today of whether similar policy 
might be followed for some of five 
other Guard or regular Army out­ 
fits to the United States. 
Over the weekend, the Far East 
command in Tokyo announced that 
elements 
of 
the 
40th 
National 
Guard Division of California are1 to 
action. The 45th of Oklahoma went 
into the line several weeks ago. 
Both divisions had been in Japan 
cince last spring on occupation and 
training duty. The 45th relieved the 
regular army’s First Cavalry Divi­ 
sion, one of the first units to en­ 
gage the enemy to the Korean war. 
The First Cavalry has «turned to 
Japan. 
In light of this precedent and in 
view of the point made in, the truce 
negotiations about an agreement 
against no enlarging of forces, it 
seemed probable the 40th is to re­ 
place ©IMS' of the regular divisions to 
action. , 


While the troop rotation program 
had some part In the decision to 
send guard units as replacement for 
regular Army outfits to Korea, the 
major reason obviously is to give 
divisions actual combat experience. 


In the United States now are 
three regular Army divisions with 
no experience since World War II. 
Most of their personnel are new to 
military service. They are the 82nd 
airborne at Ft. Bragg, N.C., the 1st 
armored at Fort Hood, Tex., and 
the 11th Airborne at Ft. Campbell, 
Ky. The latter division returned 
from Japánese occupation duty a 
few months before outbreak of the 
Korean war. 
In addition to the three regular 
divisions, the Army has or will 
have in the next couple of weeks a 
total of four National Guard Divi­ 
sions in the United States. Two of 
these—the 31st of Alabama-Mis­ 
sissippi and the 47th of Minnesota- 
North Dakota—have been training 
equipping and bringing their man­ 
power up to the authorized 18,600 
strength for the last year. Presum­ 
ably they are now manned, equipped 
and trained to the point where they 
could be used for overseas duty. 
The two guard divisions arc; the 
37th of Ohio and the 44th of Illinois, 
the 37th went on federal duty only 
two weeks ago. The 44th is pre- ¡ 
paring to enter active federal duty 
about Feb. 15. Normally, it takes 
from eight months to a year to bring 
guard divisions up to full strength, 
equipment and training needed for 
overseas duty.

When tha thyroid gland Is over- 
active, it sometimes seems to dis­ 
guise its condition with symptoms of 
heart trouble. 
We are now learning to “sea 
through” this disguise by using ra­ 
dioactive iodine. If the trouble is 
really due to the thyroid, it can 
b discovered and cured. 
A typical case of overactlva thy­ 
roid, or hyperthyroidism, is easy to 
recognize. The symptoms are those 
commonly known as goiter-bulging 
eyes, enlarged thyroid gland in the 
neck, extreme nervousness, loss of 
weight, trembling of hands and 
tongue, and fast pulse. 
COMMON IN OLDER PEOPLE 
Another type of thyroid disorder 
does not produce these familiar 
symptoms, however. This type, very 
common in older people, may show 
itself in a single system of the body, 
especially in a sudden and unpre­ 
dictable irregularity of the heart. 
Masked hyperthyroidism is tha 
name given to the disorder. It it 
believed that many heart attacks 
having this pattern may really be 
due to an overactive thyroid gland. 
At one time It was extremely dif­ 
ficult to trace this heart irregularity 
to the thyroid. This difficulty is 
being removed with newer methods 
of diagnosing thyroid disorders, in­ 
cluding the use of radioactive forms 
of Iodine. By studying the uptake of 
iodine in patients with heart dis­ 
orders, we can discover the ones 
who are suffering from hyperthy­ 
roidism. 
" IRREGULAR HEART BEAT 
Recently, a group of patients 
having a marked irregular heart 


beat was studied in this way. It was 
found that one in seven of these 
patients also had a sudden increase 
in thyroid activity, as revealed by 
the radioactive iodine. 
Now that these methods are avail 
able, it is extremely important for 
anyone having a sudden irregular 
tty of the heart to be tested care­ 
fully for evidence of hyperthyroid 
ism. As we have a definite cure for 
the thyroid condition, these cases 
of heart trouble may also be curable 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
O.R.: Is there any special way 
to cure excessive drinking of al­ 
cohol? 
f Answer; The excessive intake of 
alcohol is a psychological problem. 
Many times the solution of the 
problem causing the conflict that 
leads the individual to the habit of 
drinking will cure the condition. 
Recently, a new' drug, known as 
"Antabuse” has been released and 
is helpful In certain cases in curing 
the habit. This drug Is to be used, 
however, only under the .careful di­ 
rection of a physician.

But the basic fact is that 
there is no substitute for the loving 
care and daily companionship of 
mother and child, especially during 
the first three years of life.

CALIFORNIA 
OUTDOORS

Thousands of deer may die in 
California this year because of the 
recent storms. Game experts know 
about when they will die and why 
they will die. But there’s not much 
that anyone can do about it. 
That’s the report of Ben Glading, 
chief of the state’s bureau of game 
eonstrration. 
Glading says continued high snow 
levels on the eastern slopes of the 
Sierra could kill off thousands of 
fho state’s prize mule deer. There Is 
no critical problem in the rest of 
the state at present, he says. 
What about an “operation haylift” 
fur the deer? Glading eays that’s 
out of the question. 
Accessibility to the herds by air­ 
plane or snow vehicles Is difficult. 
Also, artificial feeding fends to 
concentrate deer around feeding 
areas, with a resultant damage to 
nearby natural food or forage. 
And the importation of hay would 
do almost as much harm as no 
food at all, Glading continues, The 
problem with the deer is not like 
the one several years ago when 
thousands of tons of hay were flown 
to stranded, starving cattle on west­ 
ern ranges. 
Deer are not accustomed to such 
fare and probably would*die even if 
hay were brought in-to them. 
Then, of course, there’s the mgt- 
ter of what such an artificial feed­ 
ing program would cost—and it’s 
plenty. The U.S. forest service es­ 
timates that on the Lassen-Washoe 
range alone It would require 140 
tons of feed to provide each animal 
with only one pound of feed per day 
for a single week. 
With hay.prices high — not to 
mention the cost of getting it to 
the critical areas—the cost of artifi­ 
cial feeding would run into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, Glading 
■ays. 
Most of the deer that die will 
not actually meet their death this 
winter from starvation, Glading 
aayi. Most of them will die some­ 
time after March when they fall 
to disease or predators because of 
their weakened condition, he pre­ 
dicts. 
Glading sums it up as a matter 
ef nature and—while he’s at it— 
gets in a plug for special hunting 
seasons. 
“Nature Is doing her job as sjie has 
throughout the centuries.” the con­ 
servationist sap. "That job consists 
of keeping deer herds at a level con­ 
sistent with forage resources ” 
“Man can take a page from Moth­ 
er Nature’s book and harvest part 
of the surplus for himself when deer 
numbers are high ” he concludes.

White Collar 


Workers Increase 


WASHINGTON 0f*>—A report to 
the Senate said today the Armed 
Forces have 521,441 white collar 
workers on their payrolls. This was 
an increase of 24,884 during the last 
six months of 1951. 
The figures were in a report of 
the joint committee on reduction in 
nonessential federal expenditures, 
headed by Senator Byrd (D-Va), 
covering the six months from July 
1 through last Dec. 31. 
Hie group said the number of ci­ 
vilian industrial workers of the 
armed services roee 17,624 to a Dec. 
31 total of 756,668. 
While the armed services’ civilian 
employee total was rising, the re­ 
port M id, the number of workers 
hired by other governmental agen­ 
cies was on the decline. The com­ 
mittee reported a net reduction of 
21,410 workers in the six months, to 
a total of 1,226,680. 
The report Mid the government 
as a whole had 2,504,789 civilian 
workers on Dec. 31, drawing com­ 
bined pay totaling 10*4 billion dol­ 
lars a year. The Dec. 31 total was 
21,089 greater than on July 1, the 
start of this fiscal year.

Success Of Mother's Polio 
March Makes Us Proud 


MATTER OF FACT 
British Fear 
Competition 
From Japan 


Occasionally the citizenry of our community 
does something that makes us feel mighty proud 
to live here among such wonderful neighbors. 
That's the way it was last Thursday night 
when the “Mothers March Against Polio" took 
place. If you had occasion to driv'e through a 
residential district, you couldn’t help but be 
impressed by the high proportion of porch 
lights turned on, proclaiming the occupants' 
readiness to donate funds to the March of 


Dimes. 


We saw one community where at least 75 per 
cent of homes showed porch lights-an astound­ 
ing proportion when you stop to think how 
many people are likely to be away from home 
on any given evening and how many, although 
they might have good intentions, just wouldn’t 
quite get around to snapping on the light and 
getting the check book ready. 


If anybody had told us that the people of the 
county would in a single night contribute 
|10,000 to any cause, no matter how worthy, 
we most certainly would have scoffed. It would 
be impossible, we would have been certain. 


But it happened last Thursday night, 


The only flaw in the picture was that in 
some areas March of Dimes solicitors failed to 
visit all the houses with porch lights on. The 
solicitors themselves had underestimated the 
size of Marin’s heart. They had not prepared 
for such a wide response and were unable to 
take advantage of it. This is regrettable, but it 
also is a tribute to the generosity of Marin’s 
citizens.

One of the reasons why Jimmy Roosevelt suffered 
one of the .greatest political defeats In the history of 
California when he ran against Governor Warren a 
eouple of years ago was because of these left-wing 
connections, and his nonsensical extremities.

The second resolution “does here and now insti­ 
tute proceedings to make possible municipal owner­ 
ship of all public transportation in the Los Angeles 
area.” 


In other words, since there is no evidence pre­ 
sented as to truth in the first resolution, its purpose 
is merely to provide publicity to gain the second 
resolution’s objective. 


Making false allegations through the use of 
innuendo is one of the lowest political tricks poss­ 
ible. It brands the makers as tricky and dishonest. 
If the Roosevelt gang has any evidence of the truth 
of its charges, It is derelict in Its duty not to take the 
issue to proper investigating bodies and into the 
courts to rectify any wrongs. But to infer that 
everything is seriously crooked and wrong without 
seeking more than publicity very definitely is bad 
faith and bad taste. 


These two resolutions bear the earmark of typical 
Jimmy Roosevelt nonsensical extremities, such as in 
gubernatorial campaign two years ago when hf 
advocated evacuating California cities and placing 
millions of people in desert bomb shelters.—Turlock

WASHINGTON—The row which 
has been kicked up In Britain over 
Japanese recognition of Ohiang 
Kai-shek is a peculiar parable of 
International misunderstanding. It 
is being charged publicly in the 
British press and privately in Brit­ 
ish official circles that Japanese 
Prime Minister Yoshida has been 
forced to recognize the Chinese 
Nationalists by the Americans, and 
specifically by State Department 
consultant John Foster Dulles. 
It is being further charged that 
this pressure has been brought to 
bear despite a 
prior 
American 
promise that the Japanese would 
be left free to chose between the 
Nationalists and the Chinese Com­ 
munists. By implication, Dulles is 
thus being accused of having acted 
in bad faith. In fact, this is sim­ 
ply untrue. And because the tens­ 
est area of disagreement between 
Great Britain and this country is 
«till, despite the Churchill visit, In 
the Far East, the true story is 
worth telling. 


THE FACT IS THAT before 
Dulles left for Britain last June, 
to try to negotiate a Japanese 
treaty with the British, the Jap­ 
anese 
government had 
already 
made up Its mind. Premier Yoshi- 
da had already signified that Jap­ 
an would extend at least limited 
recognition to Chiang Kai-shek in 
Formosa. This fact was perfectly 
well known to the British Foreign 
Office, of course Including then 
British Foreign Minister Herbert 
Morrison. 
Morrison was nevertheless still 
determined If possible to prevent 
Japanese recognition'of the Chi­ 
nese Nationalists. When Dulles 
saw him in June, therefore, Mor­ 
rison proposed that Japanese for­ 
eign relations become the respon­ 
sibility of a commission in a Pa­ 
cific pact, which was to include 
Australia and New Zealand as well 
as Japan. 
By this device, the 
Japanese government’s hands were 
to be tied, as far as recognizing 
Chiang was concerned. 


DULLES 
UNHESITATINGLY 
rejected this proposal. 
He said 
that there was no reason why the 
Pacific Commonwealth countries 
should assume the responsibilities 
of the United States, which had 
after all played by far the great­ 
est part in winning the Pacific 
war. And he said also that the 
Japanese had every right to choose 
to recognize the Chinese National­ 
ists, if they wished to do so. 
Dulles left London without an 
agreement, and then Morrison in 
effect gave in. 
He accepted the 
Japanese pact. He persuaded the 
British cabinet to agree to it on 
the basis that the Japanese would 
be free to chose between the two 
C h i n e s e governments. But he 
omitted to point out the essential 
fact—that the Japanese had in 
effect already chosen.

These efforts also came to 
nothing. 
Meanwhile, 
Senators 
John Sparkman and H. Alexander 
Smith, 
who 
had 
accompanied 
Dulles, were taking a strong line 
with Premier Yoshida. They told 
Mm that, In order to get the Jap­ 
anese pact through Congress, there 
would have to be some .assurance 
that the 
Japanese government 
would recognize the Nationalist# 
rather than the Communists. 


A C C O R D I N G L Y , 
AFTER 
DULLES had already left Japan, 
YosMda wrote him a letter, prom­ 
ising that the Japanese would ex­ 
tend limited recognition to' Chiang 
Kai-shek’s government, as the ef­ 
fective government of Formosa. 
This letter arrived 
during 
the 
Churchill visit, and it was shown 
to British Foreign Minister An- - 
thony Eden, By bad timing, the 
letter was published in Japan, on 
Yoshida's initiative, on the day 
Eden arrived back in London. 
This gave rise to a roar of dis­ 
pleasure in London, an cl. to the 
implied charge that Eden had 
been tricked and that Dulles had 
acted In bad faith. The point is, of 
course, that the Japanese choice 
had actually been made before 
Dulles went to London in the sum­ 
mer, and that Morrison and in- 9 
formed British oficiáis of course 
knew that this was so.

Fish, Game 
Unit Budget 
Is Presented 
SACRAMENTO 0J.fi)—The Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game today asked 
for $6,637,031 to run its department 
during the 1952-53 fiscal year. 
The proposed operating budget for 
the department, if approved by the 
legislature, would be $238,486 more 
than it had to spend in the eurrent 
fiscal year. 
Much of the increase would go 
for new patrol boats and 14 more 
wardens. 
The department asked for funds 
to buy two 28-foot boats to patrol 
the Rio Vista and Santa Monica 
areas; radar lor the new patrol 
boat Pompano; three jeeps for pa­ 
trolling the Sacramento - Fresno 
areas and replacement of 11* auto­ 
mobiles for land patrol, plus two 
patrol boats. 
The department said it wanted to 
add five more marine wardens, one 
warden«*pilofc and eight land ward­ 
ens to Its staff to the fiscal year be­ 
ginning Jhly 1.

Children's Dental Health week, the 
drive to obtain the fluoridation of 
Marto county drinking water has 
been primed to begin this week.

The first step to be undertaken 
by the junior chamber will be to 
form a citizens’ committee for flu­ 
oridation. This committee, it is in­ 
tended, will consist of representa­ 
tives from every Marin organiza lion 
favoring fluoridation. 
"We would even welcome repre­ 
sentatives from groups opposing the 
Idea," stated • Pence, “so that the 
true desires of Marin residents can 
be voiced." 
The National Research council of 
the American Medical association 
has endorsed the fluoridation of 
public drinking water as means of 
reducing tooth decay to children by 
at least 60 per cent. Statewide sup­ 
port is offered by the state dental 
and medical associations, the state 
department of health, the Califor­ 
nia Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
and the California Congress of Par­ 
ents and Teachers (PTA). 
At a recent joint meeting with the 
Junior chamber, Dr. James Rideout 
of the Marin Dental society pointed 
out, 'It is indeed gratifying to re­ 
ceive the backing of these important 
and respected groups. The Marin 
Dental society has advocated the 
fluoridation of water supplies here 
to our own district as a means of 
reducing our children’s tooth decay. 
Civic groups and scientific authori­ 
ties both here and throughout the 
nation are voicing their approval." 
Philadelphia, Washington. D.C.. 
Cleveland, Milwaukee, and San Di­ 
ego stand out among the many cities 
that have approved of and are going 
ahead with the fluoridation of their 
water supply. 
In, California. San Francisco, Oak­ 
land, San Diego, Berkeley, Santa 
Cruz, Alameda. Pleasanton, Rich­ 
mond, Antioch, Sunnyvale, and 
many others have already approved 
fluoridation. 
It must be remembered," added 
Pence, "that fluoridation of drinking 
water is not dissimilar to the chlor­ 
ination that Is now being done to 
our water supply. While the faint 
taste of chlorine can be detected at 
times, fluoride is never used In 
strengths that great, nor is Its in­ 
troduction as expensive a process." 
Chlorination Is a means of puri­ 
fying water," continued Pence, 
while fluoridation, though not a 
medication, is actually classed scien­ 
tifically as a nutrient; it actually 


becomes included to the structure 
of the developing tooth, It is there­ 
fore just as Important and as easily 
administered as the vitamins which 
are added to our foods."

Cut In Military 


Spending Budget 


WASHINGTON (U.» — Defense; 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett disclosed 
today that the fiscal 1953 military 
spending budget already has been i 
slashed about $19,000,000.000 below | 
the amount originally sought by the 
joint chiefs of staff. 
He warned an economy-minded 
congress that any further cuts would 
not be “prudent." 
Flanked by civilian chiefs of all 
three armed services^ Lovett testi-, 
fled before a senate: appropriations 
subcommittee considering President 
Truman’* request for $52,000,000,000 
for the military in the fiscal year! 
beginning next July 1. 
Lawmakers of both parties have 
been demanding substantial cute in 
all. federal spending items, includ­ 
ing the military budget, to reduce 
the prospective deficit of more than 


$ 10,000.000,000. 
Lovett met the economy drive 
head-on by testifying that the ser­ 
vices originally sought $71,000,000,000 
to reach “an acceptable state of 
readiness, this year. 
He said his own office trimmed 
the total to $55,000,000,000 and Pres-1 
ident Truman ordered a further cut I 
of $3,000,000,000 before sending the 
budget to congress. 
. Lovett explained that the /educ­ 
tions were accomplished mainly by 
“stretching put the 'period ta which 
readiness is to be achieved”—that is, 
by postponing the target dates for 
reaching the goals of a 143-group 
Air Force, a 21-division Army, a 
Navy with 408 ships, and a three- 
division Marine Corps. 
Assistant 'Secretary of the Army 
Karl R. Benedetsen assured the sen­ 
ators that the Army has launched

program.” He said officials are rated 
on their alertness«in preventing 
waste, and recruits arc “indoctrin­ 
ated" in economy by being made to 
memorize the cost of their issued 
clothing and equipment.

Up As 3 To Try For Council 


Japanese Killed 
By Tribesmen In 
Islet Near Manila 
MANILA UP)—A police report to­ 
day said fierce Mangyan tribesmen 
wielding spears and arrows killed 18 
Japanese stragglers of World War 
Two on a small islet southwest of 
Manila. 
The Mangyans hid in thick un­ 
derbrush of the jungle covered islet 
and ambushed the Japanese when 
they returned from foraging for 
food. 
Fourteen Japanese were killed by 
spears in the first onslaught, the 
report said. Two Who tried to run 
were brought down by arrows. The 
Japanese fought futilely with bayo­ 
nets and swords. Their ammunition 
was corroded and useless. 


Political situation in Belvedere 
clarified this week to a point where 
the whole picture may be in view. 
Briefly It's this: 
Belvedere will elect a majority of 
its city council on April I. The three 
new members probably will be Ralph 
Meyers, John J. Wiley, and Fred 
Palmer. 
All three of these men announced 
that they would seek office. Two of 
the three incumbent, Charles Yates 
and Mayor S. Y. Warner previously 
announced they would not run 
again. 
Last week the third Incumbent, 
Jack Lewin, declared he definitely 
is not going to run either. “I am 
going to be away at 'east three 
months, probably in Europe,** he de­ 
clared, and have decided that I just 
haven’t enough time to devote to 
the duties.** 
Earlier Lewin had said he would 
not run again If “anyone else wants 
the job.** When told of the decision 
of the three men to run he said, 
“That’s fine. They all are fine men. 
We will have a good council with 
them on it.** 
BALANCED OUTLOOK 
The three candidates give a bal 
anced outlook to the council. Meyers 
is more or less of a newcomer. Ac 
totally he has not yet completed his 
full one year residence requirement 
to qualify for the ballot. However 
he will have completed the 12 
months on February 23 and present 
plan is not to have him file for the 
post until after that date. 
He is not that much of a new­ 
comer to the area, however. For the 
two prior years he and his family 
lived on Corinthian island with the 
Belvedere 
city 
limits 
running 
through their back yard but not 
including the house. As a result 
Meyers has considered himself a 
Belvedere resident from the start 
and has been a member of the vol­ 
unteer fire department for more 
than three years. 
An engineer for General Electric 
n San Francisco, Meyers has not 
had previous experience In a mu­ 
nicipal post. However, Mrs. Meyers 
is a member of the board of trus­ 
tees of the Reed school district. Her 
term expires in May and at present 
she does not plan to .run again “be­ 
cause one member of a family hold­ 
ing office is enough.” 
Wiley is a five-year man In Bel­ 
vedere. He ran for council two years 
ago and lost out by just seven votes 
to Russell Rice. He wasn’t anxious 
to make the race again, but some 
of his friends persuaded him to. 
S.F. ADVERTISING MAN 
Ha is manager of the San Fran­ 
cisco office of Kenyon and Eck- 
hardt, a New York advertising 
agency, and has been active in 
Belvedere affairs as chairman of the 


Community cluti and of the Belve­ 
dere chapter of United World Fed­ 
eralists. He was interested in poli­ 
tics as an active member of the 
Young Republicans and ran the 
Marin county campaign for Sen. 
Richard Nixon. 
Wiley also was chairman of the 
community Chest drive In Belve­ 
dere last year, is a director of the 
Belvedere Sailing society and in San 
Francisco is on the board of di­ 
rectors of the American Association 
of Advertising Agencies. 
Third member of the threesome Is 
In the unique position of being out 
of the county at present and will not 
return until after the election is 
over. 
Before Palmer left for a South 
American tour, he signed the neces­ 
sary papers to qualify him for a 
place on the ballot. His friends will 
circulate a petition in his behalf and 
conduct whatever kind of a cam­ 
paign la conducted. The candidate 
will merely come home late in April, 
after the ballots are counted, to take 
his couifcil seat if he wins. And at 


présent there is no opposition. 
Palmer is considered' one of the 
“older” residents of the island. He 
has lived there for more than 10 
years. In the real estate and insur­ 
ance business, he is a past presi­ 
dent of the San Francisco Real 
Estate Board and of the American 
Appraisers Institute. 
In Belvedere public life for many 
years, he was one of those who 
helped form the Belvedere Planning 
Commission and he served as *a 
member of the fiiat such commis­ 
sion set up in the city. 
Thus far no other candidate has 
made himself known in the city. 
Richard McLaury, who had been 
considered as candidate possibility, 
has indicated he will not try for a 
seat. A neighbor of Meyers on Cove 
road, he felt it would not be good 
to have two candidates from such a 
small area. 
However, there is still plenty of 
time for more candidates. Actual 
filing for the offices does not start 
until February 8 and must be com­ 
pleted by February 28.

Harold Ickes, Ex-Secretary 
Of Interior Succumbs At 77 


Harold L. Ickes, 77, former sec­ 
retary of the interior, who died yes­ 
terday after an 11-week illness, is 
remembered by Brace Johnstone of 
Inverness, retired Chicago attorney 
and former member of the Marin 
county planning commission, as 
being sharp-tongued and a good 
fighter. 


HAROLD 


Johnstone first met Ickes in 1911, 
shortly before they worked together 
on the campaign to get Charles 
Merriam elect»! Mayor of Chicago.' 
They last met in 1241, shortly after 
Ickes’ marriage, at which time they 
agreed that “the United States 
should get into the war.” 
At Muir Woods National Monu­ 
ment Park, which is under the De­ 
partment of the Interior, the flag 
was hung at half-mast today in 
memorium. . 
Ickes, self-styled “old crmudgeon” 
died at 6:25 pan. (E8T) in a coma 
at a hospital In Washington, DC. 
He succumbed after an 11 weeks 
illness following complication of an 
old arthritic condition. 
Virtually an unknown in 1233 
when President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt appointed him secretary of the 
interior, Ickes had become one of 
the most turbulent figures In poli­ 
tics by 1246, when he resigned in a 
huff to President Truman. 
“A unique figure in American 
public life Is lost to the nation," 
President Truman commented test 
night, adding: 
“He was withal a true patriot and 
a many-sided citizen whose pas&tog 
teavei a void in our national life 
not easily tilted."

Unique Oriental 


Garden Planned 
For Belvedere

Authentic Japanese gardens soon 
will be added to Marin’s list of resi­ 
dential show places. 
The gardens will be on Belvedere 
Island at the large home now under 
construction for Stewart B. Hopps, 
New York insurance man, and Mrs. 
Hopps. Extensive In scope, they will 
be designed in the traditional Jap­ 
anese manner. Work on them will 
begin aa soon as the weather per­ 
mits. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hopps, who also 
have homes in New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Palm Springs, came north 
from Palm Springs bv private plane 
last week to confer with Sam’s 
Newsom of Mill Valley, whom they 
have retained as landscape archi­ 
tect. He is a widely known special­ 
ist In Japanese gardens. 
• 
When completed the gardens are 
expected to rank among the most 
unusual in the country, and will 
be one of the few authentic ex­ 
amples of Japanese landscaping. 
Included in the design will be 
cascades and a large pool for both 
swimming and 
ornamental 
pur­ 
poses. Both the garden and house 
will be entered 
through a long 
coionade encircling the upper «id 
of the garden. 
Designed by Robert Stanton, Car­ 
mel architect whose Work includes 
the new Marin hospital, the house 
itself Is not 
Oriental 
However, 
there is a strong Oriental feeling in 
the design, seen in the horizontal 
planes and simple massing of wall 
and window areas. Built of rein­ 
forced concrete, the house is de­ 
signed with spacious sundecks for 
outdoor living. 
Newsom calls Stanton's design 
“most imaginative.” 
Newsotfl, proprietor of the Green­ 
wood Tree in Mill Valley, is the 
author of “Japanese Garden Con­ 
struction", an accepted source book 
on the subject. The book Is now out 
of print, as the plates and books 
remaining from the original print­ 
ing, done in Japan, were destroyed 
in the bombing of Tokyo. Newsom 
has just completed a second book, 
“A Thousand Years of Japanese 
Gardens.” 
Newsom spent five years in Japan, 
returning to this country in 1940.

WASHINGTON t/P>—The commit­ 
ment of a second National Guard 
division to the Korean front for 
battle experience raised the ques­ 
tion today of whether «itnttar policy 
might be followed for some of five 
other Guard or regular Army out­ 
fits in the United States. 
Over the weekend, the Far East 
command in Tokyo announced that 
elements 
of 
the 
40th 
National 
Guard Division of California are in 
action. The 45tb of Oklahoma went 
Into the line several weeks ago. 
Both divisions had been In Japan 
since last spring on occupation and 
training duty. The 45th relieved the 
regular army’s First Cavalry Divi­ 
sion, one of the first units t*» en­ 
gage the enemy in the Korean war. 
The First Cavalry has returned to 
Japan. 
In light of this precedent and in 
view of the point made in the truce 
negotiations about an agreement 
against no enlarging of fora», it 
seemed probable the 40th is to re­ 
place one of the regular divisions in 
action. 


While the troop rotation program 
had some part in the decision to 
eend guard units as replacement for 
regular Army outfits in Korea, the 
major reason obviously is to give 
divisions actual combat experience. 


In the United States now art 
three regular Army divisions with 
no experience since World War II. 
Most of their personnel are new to 
military service. They are the 82nd 
airborne at Ft. Bragg. N.C., the 1st 
armored at Fort Hood, Tex., and 
the 11th Airborne at Ft. Campbell, 
Kv. The latter division returned 
from Japanese occupation duty a 
few months before outbreak of the 
Korean war. 
In addition to the three regular 
divisions, the Army has or will 
have in the next couple of weeks a 
total of four National Guard Divi­ 
sions in the United States. Two of 
these—the 31st of Alabama-Mis- 
sissippi and the 47th of Minnesota- 
North Dakota—have been training 
equipping and bringing their man­ 
power up to the authorized 18,600 
strength for the last year. Presum­ 
ably they ire now manned, equipped 
and trained to the point where they 
could be used for overseas duty. 
The two guard divisions arg the 
37th of Ohio and the 44th of Illinois 
the 37 rh went on federal duty only 
two weeks ago. The 44th is pre­ 
paring to enter active federal duty 
about Feb. 15. Normally, It takes 
from eight months to a year to taring I 
guard divisions up to full strength, j 
equipment and training needed for 
overseas duty.

A retired surgeon from San Fran­ 
cisco who came to Marin to raise 
beef cattle is bringing a $35.000 
damage suit against his next-door 
neighbor at Inverness. 


Dr. Millard R. Ottinger says that 
Guy C. Mann, a neighboring ranch­ 
er, severely beat him on January 
19 when the doctor went over to the 
Mann ranch to 
complain 
about 
Mann’s sheep. The sheep, Dr. Ot­ 
tinger said, were breaking through 
onto his ranch and destroying his 
crops. 


The suit which was filed Thurs­ 
day in Marin Superior court asks 
$25,000 general damages and an ad­ 
ditional 810,000 punitive damages 
for what Dr Ottinger calls Mann s 
Intentional and vicious assault. 


Dr, Ottinger claims that Mann’s 
alleged attack severely damaged the 
hearing in his left ear.

MODEST MAIDENS 


By HERMAN N. RUNDESEN, MJD. 
When the thyroid gland Is over- 
active. it sometimes seems to dis­ 
guise its condition with symptoms of 
heart trouble. 
We are now learning to “see 
through” this disguise by using ra­ 
dioactive iodine. If the trouble is 
really due to the thyroid, it can 
b discovered and cured. 
A typical case of overactive thy­ 
roid, or hyperthyroidism, is easy to 
recognize. The symptoms are those 
commonly known as goiter-bulging 
eyes, enlarged thyroid gland in the 
neck, extreme nervousness, loss of 
weight, trembling of hands and 
tongue, and fast pulse. 
COMMON IN OLDER FEOFLE 
Another type of thyroid disorder 
does not produce these familiar 
symptoms, however. This type, vary 
common in older people, may show 
stself in a single system of the body, 
especially in a sudden and unpre­ 
dictable irregularity of the heart. 
Masked hyperthyroidism is the 
name given to the disorder. It is 
believed that many heart attacks 
having this pattern may really be 
due to an overtctivt thyroid gland. 
At one time It was extremely dif­ 
ficult to trace this heart irregularity 
to the thyroid. This difficulty is 
being removed with newer method* 
of diagnosing thyroid disorders, in­ 
cluding the use of radioactive forma 
of Iodine. By studying the uptake of 
iodine to patients with heart dis­ 
orders, we can discover the ones 
who art suffering from hyperthy­ 
roidism. 
" IRREGULAR HEART BEAT 
Recently, a group of patients 
having a marked irregular heart 


beat was studied in this way. It was 
found that one in seven of these 
patients also had a sudden increase 
to thyroid activity, as revealed by 
the radioactive Iodine. 
Now that these methods are avail­ 
able, it is extremely important for 
anyone having a sudden irregular­ 
ity of the heart to be tested care­ 
fully tor evidence of hyperthyroid­ 
ism. As we have a definite cure for 
the thyroid condition, these cases 
of heart trouble may also be curable. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
OR.: Is there any special way 
to cure excessive drinking of al­ 
cohol? 
, Answer: The excessive intake of 
alcohol is a psychological problem. 
Many times the solution of the 
problem causing the conflict that 
leads the individual to the habit of 
drinking will cure the condition. 
Recently, a new drug, known as 
“Antabuse” has been released and 
is helpful in certain cases in curing 
the habit This drug is to be used, 
however, only under the careful di­ 
rection of a physician.

Thousands of deer may die in 
California this year because of the 
recent storms. Game experts know 
about when they will die and why 
they will die. But there’s not much 
that anyone can do about it 
That’s the report of Ben Glading, 
ebief of the state's bureau of game 
aonservation. 
Glading say* continued high snow 
levels on the eastern dopes of 11it 
Stem could kill off thousands of 
the state’s prize mule deer. There is 
bo critical problem in the rest of 
the state at present, he says. 
What about an “operation haylift" 
h r the deer? Glading aays that’s 
put of the question. 
Accessibility to the herds by air­ 
plane or snow vehicles It difficult. 
Also, artificial feeding tends to 
concentrate deer around feeding 
areas, with a resultant damage to 
nearby natural food or forage. 
And the Importation of hay would 
do almost as much harm as no 
food at aU. (Hading continues. The 
problem with the deer is not like 
the one several years ago when 
thousands of tons of hay were flown 
to stranded, starving cattle on west­ 
ern ranges. 
Deer are not accustomed to such 
fare and probably would die even if 
hay were brought in to them. 
Then, of course, there’s the rngt* 
ter of what such an artificial feed­ 
ing program would cost—and It’s 
plenty. The UJB. forest service es­ 
timates that on toe Lassen-Washoe 
range alone it would require 140 
tons of feed to provide each animal 
with only one pound of feed per day 
for a single week. 
With hay .prices high — not to 
mention the cost of getting it to 
the critical areas—the cost, of artifi­ 
cial feeding would run into hundreds

The Dec. SI total was 
21,089 greater than on July 1, the 
start of this fiscal year.

Success Of Mother's Polio 
March Makes Us Proud 


Occasionally the citizenry of our community 
does something that makes us feel mighty proud 
to live here among such wonderful neighbors. 
That's the way it was last Thursday night 
vhen the “Mothers March Against Polio” took 
place. If you had occasion to drife through a 
residential district, you couldn't help but be 
impressed by the high proportion of porch 
lights turned on, proclaiming the occupants* 
readiness to donate funds to the March of 
Dimes. 


We saw one community where at least 75 per 
cent of homes showed porch lights—an astound­ 
ing proportion when you stop to think how 
many people are likely to be away from home 
on any given evening and how many, although 
they might have good intentions, just wouldn’t 
quite get around to snapping on the light and 
getting the check book ready. 


If anybody had told us that the people of th# 
county would in a single night contribute 
$10,000 to any cause, no matter how worthy, 
we most certainly would have scoffed. It would 
be impossible, we would have been certain. 


But it happened last Thursday night. 


H ie only flaw in the picture was that in 
some areas March of Dimes solicitors failed to 
visit all the houses with porch lights on. The 
solicitors themselves had underestimated the 
sire of Marin’s heart. They had not prepared 
for such a wide response and were unable to 
take advantage of it. This is regrettable, but it 
also is a tribute to the generosity of Marin’s 
citizens.

And we must not forget that-although we 
contributed $10,000 in one night-that is only 
one-fifth of the amount needed from ut to 
carry on the battle against the dread poliomye­ 
litis, “infantile paralysis.”

MATTER OF 
British Fear 
Competition 
From Japan 


By JOSEPH end 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON—The row which 
has been kicked up in Britain over 
Japanese recognition of Chians 
Kai-shek it a peculiar parable of 
international misunderstanding. It 
is being charged publicly in the 
British press and privately in Brit­ 
ish official circles that Japanese 
Prime Minister Yoshida has been 
forced to recognize the Chinese 
Nationalists by the Americans, and 
specifically by State Department 
consultant John Foster Dulles. 
It Is being further charged that 
this pressure has been brought to 
bear despite a prior 
American 
promise that the Japanese would 
be left free to chose between the 
Nationalists and the Chinese Com­ 
munists, By implication, Dulles is 
thus being accused of having acted 
in bad faith. In fact, this is sim­ 
ply untrue. And because the tens­ 
est area of disagreement between 
Great Britain and this country is 
•till, despite the Churchill visit, in 
the Far East, the true story is 
worth telling. 


THE FACT IS THAT before 
Dulles left for Britain last June, 
to try to negotiate a Japanese 
treaty with the British, the Jap­ 
anese government had already 
made up its mind. Premier Yoshi­ 
da had already signified that Jap­ 
an would extend at least limited 
recognition to Chiang Kai-shek in 
Formosa. This fact was perfectly 
well known to the British Foreign 
Office, of course including then 
British foreign Minister Herbert 
Morrison. 
Morrison was nevertheless still 
determined If possible to prevent 
Japanese recognition of the Chi­ 
nese Nationalists. When Dulles 
saw him in June, therefore, Mor­ 
rison proposed that Japanese for­ 
eign relations become the respon­ 
sibility of a commission in a Pa­ 
cific pact, which was to include 
Australia and New Zealand as well 
as Japan. 
By this device, the 
Japanese government’s hands were 
to be tied, as far aa recognizing 
Chiang was concerned. 


DULLES 
UNHESITATINGLY 
rejected this proposal. 
He said 
that there was no reason why the 
Pacific Commonwealth countries 
should assume the responsibilities 
of the United States, which had 
after all played by far the great­ 
est part in winning the Pacific 
war. And he said also that the 
Japanese had every right to choose 
to recognize the Chinese National­ 
ists, If they wished to do so. 
Dulles left London without an 
agreement, and then Morrison In 
effect gave in. He accepted the 
Japanese pact. He persuaded the 
British cabinet to agree to it on 
the basis that the Japanese would 
be free to chose between the two 
C h i n e s e governments. But he 
emitted to point out the essential 
fact—that the Japanese had in 
effect already chosen. 


THEREAFTER, DULLES made 
a further effort to reach a $lear 
understanding with the British. 
He sent State Department Far 
Eastern expert Livingston Mer­ 
chant to London in order to try 
for a common front on limited 
Japanese recognition of the For­ 
mosa regime, 
Merchant’s nego­ 
tiations with the Foreign Office 
ofieial» came to nothing. There­ 
after, test December, Dulles went 
to Japan, and tried again to reach 
agreement on the issue with Sir 
Esler Denning, chief British rep­ 
resentative in Japan, and a prin­ 
cipal architect of British policy in 
Asia. These efiorta also came to 
nothing, 
Meanwhile, 
Senator« 
John Sparkman and H. Alexander 
Smith, 
who 
had 
accompanied 
Dulles, were taking a strong line 
with Premier Yoshida. They told 
him that, in order to get the Jap­ 
anese pact through Congress, there 
would have to be some assurance 
that the Japanese government 
would recognize the Nationalists 
rather than the Communists, 


ACCORDI NGLY, 
AFTER 
DULLES had already left Japan, 
Yoshida wrote him a tetter, prom­ 
ising that the Japanese would ex­ 
tend limited recognition to Chiang 
Kai-shek’s government, as the ef­ 
fective government of Formosa. 
This letter arrived 
during the 
Churchill visit, and it was shown 
to British Foreign Minister An­ 
thony Eden. By bad timing, the 
tetter was published in Japan, on 
Yoshida’* initiative, on the day 
Eden arrived back in London. 
This gave rise to a roar of dis­ 
pleasure in London, and to the 
implied charge that Eden had 
been tricked and that Dullea had 
' acted in bad faith. The point is, of 
course, that the Japanese choiee 
had actually been made before 
Dulles went to London in the sum­ 
mer, and that Morrison and in­ 
formed British oficlals of course 
knew that this was so. 
THE BASIC REASON for the 
continuing Anglo-American ten­ 
sion over Asiatic policy is not. of 
course, any love on the part of 
the British government for the 
Chinese government. Rather it is 
the fear that the Japanese, ex­ 
cluded from China, will enter into 
disastrous 
commercial 
compeU-

ON JANUARY 31, the largest 
proposed 
peacetime budget 
hi 
United States history was submit*» 
ted to Congress by the President. 
It calls for an expenditure of 
tB5.400.000.CKK) during fiscal year 
1053—$14,500.000.000 m o r e than 
was provided for this fiscal year. 
Such a staggering proposal lends 
emphasis to the statement that 
the only answer the administra. 
tion leaders have for any prob­ 
lem, large or small, is spending 
and more spending. 


THIS BUDGET FIGURE must 
be cut, and cut drastically. Mili­ 
tary requirements 
account for 
about 60 per cent of the total bud­ 
get. It is very difficult to ef­ 
fect strict economy in this In­ 
stance, especially in view of the 
unsettled international situation. 
But Rep. Mahon (D-Tex.) chair­ 
man of the House Defense Appro­ 
priations 
Subcommittee, stated: 
* . . 
we are going to have to 
pare the military requests.” 
There are many places in which 
this budget can very well be cut, 
without interfering at all with our 
defense program. More money has 
been requested for 13 non-defenie 
government 
agencies — further 
proof that this administration is 
not really interested in economis­ 
ing, despite our tremendous bur­ 
den of taxation. 
The tax burden has just about 
reached the limit. 
In fact, Sen. 
George (D-Ga), chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said 
recently: “This committee will not 
favor any further 
increase 
in 
taxes.” 
Forcible action must be taken 
by Congress to stop the march of 
the 
administration’s 
spending- 
toxatkm spiral of economic de­ 
struction. 


WE OF CALIFORNIA readily 
admit that our state is a leader in 
many things. 
The January Tth 
report of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission gave California another 
honor, although it may be some­ 
what of a dubious one from the 
taxpayers' standpoint. 
With 353,000 federal employees, 
California outranks Washington, 
D. C in that respect, where fed­ 
eral employees number 249/500.

By streamlin­ 
ing the operations of the Bureau 
and removing the $4 politically- 
appointed tax collector positions, it 
is hoped that political chicanery 
and dishonesty within the bureau 
will be eliminated. 
It ia essential that the confi­ 
dence of the public be restored 
and maintained in our tax coll ac­ 
tion process. 


AGITATION BY the Bureau o« 
Reclamation to divert water of the 
Trinity River to Central Valley, 
and expand their electric power 
empire, continues. 
I am watch­ 
ing for any move to further their 
scheme, and am keeping in close 
touch with coastal committees so 
we will be in readiness to strenu­ 
ously , oppose 
diversion of our 
water.

Losses from the sale or exchange 
of property are not deductible un­ 
less they are incurred in trade or 
business or in transactions entered 
into for profit. 
For instance: A gain on the sate 
of your personal automobile would 
be taxed, white a loss on the sale 
of your personal auto would not be 
deductible. 
Allowable losses from sales or 
exchanges of capital assets are 
deductible only to the extent of 
1951 gains from such sales or ex­ 
changes: plus your adjusted gross 
income computed without retard 
to capital gains or losses, or $1,000, 
whichever is the lower. 
The excess of such allowable 
losses over the sum of items above 
is your “capital* loss carry-over.” 
It may 1» carried forward and 
used against any such gain and 
income of the next five succeeding 
years. However, the capital loss 
carry-over of each year should be 
kept separate, since the law limits 
the use of such carryover to the 
five succeeding yean. 
Your capital gains and losses are 
reported on separate Schedule D 
ol the teg return term.

Timed to coincide with National 
Children s Dental Health week, the 
drive to obtain the fluoridation of 
Marin county drinking water has 
been primed to begin this week. 
Marin Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce has agreed to head the drive 
with the Marin dental society serv­ 
ing In a technical advisory capacity, 
according to Bud Pence, Jaycee flu­ 
oridation committee chairman. 
The first step to be undertaken 
by the junior chamber will be to 
form a citizens’ committee for flu­ 
oridation. This committee, it is in­ 
tended, will consist of representa­ 
tives from every Marin organization 
favoring fluoridation. 
“We would even welcome repre­ 
sentatives from groups opposing the 
idea," stated * Pence, “so that the 
true desires of Marin residents can 
be voiced." 
The National Research council of 
the American Medical association 
has endorsed the fluoridation of 
public drinking water as means of 
reducing tooth decay in children by 
at least 60 per eent. Statewide sup­ 
port is offered by the state dental 
snd medical associations, the state 
department of health, the Califor­ 
nia Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
and the California Congress of Par­ 
ents and Teachers (PTA). 
At a recent Joint meeting with the 
Junior chamber, Dr. James Rideout 
of the Marin Dental society pointed 
out, ‘Tt is indeed gratifying to re­ 
ceive the backing of these important 
and respected groups. The Marin 
Dental society has advocated the 
fluoridation of water supplies here 
in our own district as a means of 
reducing our children’s tooth decay. 
Civic groups and scientific authori­ 
ties both here and throughout the 
nation are voicing their approval.” 
Philadelphia, Washington, D.C., 
Cleveland, Milwaukee, and San Di­ 
ego stand out among the many citle? 
that have approved of and are going 
ahead with the fluoridation of their 
water supply. 
In California, San Francisco. Oak­ 
land, Ssn Diego, Berkeley. Santa 
Cruz. Alameda. Pleasanton. Rich­ 
mond, 
Antioch. 
Sunnyvale,

many others have already approved 
fluoridation. 
"It must be remember»!,1* added 
Pence, "that fluoridation of drinking 
water is not dissimilar to the chlor­ 
ination that is now being done to 
our water supply. While the faint 
taste of chlorine can be detected at 
times, fluoride is never used in 
strengths that great, nor is Its in­ 
troduction as expensive a process." 
"Chlorination is a means of puri­ 
fying 
water," 
continued 
Pence, 
"while fluoridation, though not a 
medication, is actually classed scien­ 
tifically as a nutrient; it actually 


becomes Included in the structure 
of the developing tooth. It is there- 
fore just as important and as easily 
administered as the vitamins which 
are added to our foods."

Lovell Hits 


Cut In Military 


Spending Budget 


WASHINGTON (U.B — Defense 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett disclosed 
today that the fiscal 1953 military 
spending budget already has been 
slashed about $19,000,000,000 below 
the amount originally sought by the 
Joint chiefs of staff. 
He warned an economy-minded 
congress that any further cuts would 
not be “prudent.” 
Flanked by civilian chiefs of all 
three armed services^ Lovett testi­ 
fied before a senate appropriations 
subcommittee considering President 
Truman’s request for $52,000,000,000 
for the military In the fiscal year 
beginning next July 1. 
Lawmakers of both parties have 
beat demanding substantial cut« in 
all federal spending items, includ­ 
ing the military budget, to reduce 
the prospective deficit of more than 
$10,000.000,000. 
Lovett met the economy drive 
head-on by testifying that the ser­ 
vices originally sought $71,000,000,000 
to reach “an acceptable state of 
readiness, this year. 
He said his own office trimmed 
the total to $55,000,000,000 and Pres­ 
ident Truman ordered a further cut 
of $3,000,000,000 before sending the 
budget to congress. 
. Lovett explained that the reduc­ 
tions were accomplished mainly by 
“stretching put the period te which 
readiness is to be achieved”—th at is, 
by postponing the target dates for 
reaching the goals of a 143-group 
Air Force, a 21-division Army, a 
Navy with 40$ ships, and a three- 
divirion Marine Corps. 
Assistant Secretary of the Army 
Karl R. Benedetsen assured the sen­ 
ators that the Army has launched 
a 
bread-scale 
attack 
on 
waste 
through its new “cost -consciousness 
program.” He said officials are rated 
on their alertness. In preventing 
waste, and recruits are "indoctrin­ 
ated” in economy by being made to 
memorize the cost of their issued 
clothing and equipment.

Program, Says Austin 


Ward Austin, president of Col­ 
lege of Maim, traced the growth and 
development of the college In an 
illustrated talk to San Anselmo Ro­ 
tary club members at last week’s 
regular luncheon meeting. 
Austin said that the Junior college 
growth in California has been more 
outstanding than in any other part 
of the country because of the favor­ 
able conditions. Four-year colleges 
in the state are unable to take the 
large number of high school gradu­ 
ates who desire additional training. 
The Junior college, he said, enables 
a student to take his first two years 
of college work while living at home 
and this it a great stimulation for 
mere boys and girls to embark on a 
college career. He cited these main 
objectives of the Junior college:

The three candidates give a bal­ 
anced outlook to the council. Meyers 
is more or lea of m newcomer. Ac­ 
tually he has not yet completed his 
full one year residence requirement 
to qualify for the ballot. However, 
he will have completed the 12 
months on February 23 and present 
plan is not to have him file for the 
post until after that date. 
He is not that much of a new­ 
comer to the area, however. For the

As a result 
Meyers has considered himself a 
Belvedere resident from the start 
and has been a member of the vol­ 
unteer fire department for more 
than three years.
